KILLED BY TRAIN 


INQUEST ON CITY 
ELECTRICIAN ) 


The story of how Robert Cummins (42), an 
electrician and examiner in the lighting 
department of the Great Northern -Railway 
Company, was knocked déwn by & locomotive 
and sustained injuries from which he died 
was told to Dr. MacErlean, Coroner, and a 
jury at an inquest in Jervis Street Hospital, 
Dublin, yesterday. 

Cummins was 42 years of age, and the 
father of five children, He lived at Portland 
place, and his duties included the examina- 
tion of dynamos and looking after belts and 
lights. 

The jury, after hearing the evidence, 
exonerated the driver of the locomotive from 
blame, and returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical evidence. 

Dr. Kieran, house surgeon, said that death 
was due to shock and hemorrhage, resulting 
fram injuries to the legs and body. 

James McQuaid, Cabra Park, a signal- 
nfan, said that he signalled a train which 
arrived from Dundalk at 9.55 a.m. on Satur- 
day into No. 1 arrival platform. At 10.15 
a.m. he signalled the same train out. It 
was driven by another engine to No. 1 siding, 
and at 10.351 he gave the signal to James 
Woods, the driver of the engine that: had 
brought the train fiom Dundalk, to proceed 
from the station to the sheds. At the same 
time the Howth train was leaving No. 24 
platform. Then he noticed Woods's engine 
stop and the fireman alight. 

homas Gilmore, Castletown road, Dublin, 
the” fireman on the engine which knocked 
down Cummins, said that as the engine 
passed over the spot where the man was 
found afterwards he thought he felt a bump. 
When the engine pulled up Woods, the 
driver, told the witness to see what was the 
cause of it. Witness saw Cummins lying 
' between the rails, alive, but unable to speak. 
- Woods said that he saw nobody on the 
line in front of him when taking the engine

Tord Clonmore has been spending a 
short holiday at Shelton Abbey, near 
Arklow, the residence of his father. the 
Earl of Wicklow. Lord Clonmore is rarely 
heard of in Ireland ; for the Earl of Wick- 
low’s heir is really the Reverend William 
Cecil James Forward-Howard, and for 
some time past he was curate of St 
Mary’s, Somers Town, a parish in North 
Tondon.

Sir Arnold is no stranger to Ireland, 
although it will be his first appearance 
on a public platform in this country. He 
entered the Army in 1903, and subse- 
quently went to the Indian Politica! 
Department. Later he was on duty in 
Persia, being for some time British 
Consul at Mohammerah. He became in 
turn Deputy British Commissioner and 
Commissioner on the Turco-Persian 
and after the War he was 
appointed Political Resident in the 
Persian Gulf. : 


He has written a number of interesting 


books on Persia. and acted as chairman 


of the International Exhibition of Persian 
Art. He is a member of the Imperial 
Parliament, and combines with his other 
activities the editorship of the Nineteenth 
Century and After. i 

Sir Chartres Bison was called to the 
English Bar over fifty years ago, and as 
a junior counsel was associated with many 
famous cases. In 1906 he became a 
Metropolitan Magistrate, later rising to 
the position of Chief Metropolitan Magis- 
trate for the City of London. 

He is the author of a delightful book 
of - reminiscences, entitled ‘‘ Without 
Prejudice,” which was published early 
this year.

Hidden away in this charming little 
valley, Berchtesgaden is out of touch with 
the world. One can reach Salzburg, across 
the Austrian border, in about half-an-hour 
by train ; but the electrified line that runs 
from Freilassing to Berchtesgaden goes no 
farther, and once you have got there 
you find yourself in a totally new 
and different world. The Berchtes- 
gadenerland is almost a nation of 
its own. The village, with its steep and 
narrow streets, has @ population of asa 
three thousand ; but the population of the 
entire valley reaches, maybe, twelve 
thousand, who have an age-old tradition, 
and are a sturdy and independent-minded 
breed. In the valley there are eleven 
little townships, every one of which has a 
Birgermeister and a Deputy Birger- 
meister. Berchtesgaden, therefore, may be 
said to possess twenty-two mayors, all of 
whom are exceedingly proud of their 
distinction. During a feast day in the 
town I was strolling innocently along the 
main street when a colossal peasant in 
full Bavarian rig doffed his gaily 
decorated hat with a sweeping flourish, 
and said: “ Guten Tag, Herr Biirger- 
meister,”’ to which, of course, I replied 
with becoming gravity. Some of my local 
friends suggested that I bore a striking 
resemblance to one of the native worthies, 
and I daresay that this explanation was 
as plausible as any other. A few minutes 
previously, however, I had been shaking 
hands with a group of Berchtesgadener 
stalwarts, and it is just possible that— 
but I really must not be allowing my 
imagination to be running away with me! 


Mountain People 


The people in Berchtesgaden are rooted 
to their homes more firmly than any other 
peasants with whom I ever have come 
into contact. They show little interest in 
the affairs of the big world that lies 
beyond the end of their little railway 
line; the mountains around them consti- 
tute a kind of cordon sanitaire which 
protects them from infection by the 
microbes that are attacking the rest of 
mankind. Some of them occasionally emi- 
grate to other parts of Germany, but they 
invariably come hack—they cannot leave 
their mountains. I was told of one in- 
teresting case of this kind. One of the 
local athletes won a first prize at the 
Olympic Games. He was a skater or a 
ski-ier, or something of the sort, and his

Boat,” giving scope for the artists skilful 
drawiug of rocks, which show his keen feel- 
ing for texture. In this picture, as in 
the Irish Coast,” Mr. Cavanagh is remark- 
ably successful with bis sky effects. His 
medium of coloured leads is used im such a 
way that the effect .csembles that produced 
by water-colours 

This technique is also seen to advantage 
in ‘‘One-Man ISs, Donegal,” drawn from 
a friend 's description of a path winding up 
a cone-sha crag, where the artist's bold 
treatment has conveyed the sense ef strength 
in his rugged subject. 

One of the most remarkable features of 
this artist's work is his achievement of 
perspective by methods entirely self-taught.

Riding for a Fall 


Signor Mussolini may be a great 
dictator. He even may prove to be a great 
Empire builder; but he certainly is no 
diplomatist. On Sunday he made one of 
his periodical speeches, celebrating the 
anniversary of the so-called ‘‘ march on 
Rome —a march which, incidentally, 
was made by Signor Mussolini in a first- 
class railway carriage. He spoke at 
Milan, where he began his career as a 
political leader, and his speech was 
broadcast throughout Europe. Osterisibly 
his object was to make overtures of friend- 
ship to Great Britain and France, to offer 
them one of those famous olive branches 
which, as he remarked recently, sprout 
from the shelter of eight million Italian 
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bayonets. The result of his speech has 
been only to embarrass those Britons and 
Frenchmen who would like to see an 
understanding with Italy, and to increase 
the resentment against Signor Mussolini 
which has existed in both countries since 
the Italians’ attack on Ethiopia. He spoke 
with that utter lack of tact which has 
characterised so many of his public utter- 
ances in the past. Professing to offer 
Italy’s friendship to France, he lauded 
Germany to the skies, and ranged himself 
definitely on the side of Hungary in the 
matter of treaty revision. He attacked the 
League of Nations in the most offensive 
manner, referring to its principles as 
“the great shipwreck of Wilsonian 
ideology '—which may not go down quite 
so well in the United States—and declar- 
ing that, so far as the Italian people are 
concerned, it mow can perish quietly. 
When one remembers the sacrifices that 
have been. made by the civilised peoples 
of Europe in 
League’s 


order to maintain 
principles during the last 
eighteen years, one can understand readily 
the wave of indignation which has been 
aroused by. Signor Mussolini's arrogant 
and thoroughly foolish bombast. He treats 
their ideals with haughty contempt. Dis- 
armament is, and always was, an illusion; 
collective security never existed, and 
never will exist; and indivisible peace .s 
a fraud. Only Italian ideals—the ideals 
of brute force and broken undertakings— 
seem to meet with the Duce’s unqualified 
approval. 

The most important, and also the most 
interesting, part of Signor Mussolini’s 
speech was that-in which he made refer- 
ence to Great Britain. In one sense, his 
remarks may be ititerpreted as an appeal ; 
in another, they must be interpreted as sn 
threat. Everybody knows now that war 
between Italy and the British Empire Was 
averted only by a hair's breadth at the 
beginning of the present year. Lf Britain's 
fighting forces had been up to strength, if 
she had been in any way prepared for a 
fight, there is little doubt that the issue 
would have been joined, and but for the 
Royal Navy's timely arrival in Alexandria 
haibour an exceedingly serious situation 
might have arisen. Britain is in a far 
better position to-day than that which she 
cccupied six or seven months ago; but it 
seems that Signor Mussolini, once having 
twisted the lion’s tail, is determined to 
opportunity. He tells the British peop:e 
now that Italy is more than anxious to 
come to terms with them regarding the 
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Hialy's.eonguest of Abyssinia. Until Mr. 


the meanwhile Italy will pursue her own 
policy in’ the Mediterranean and else- 
where. If any Power dares to make 
mischief in the Mediterranean the Italian 
people will spring to arms like one man. 
This blatant threat manifestly is directed 
against Great Britain; but, if the French 
do not behave themselves, they, too, will 
fall under the righteous wrath of the 
Italian leader. 

Signor Mussolini's championship of 
Hungary will. be received in Central 
Europe with some alarm, not unmingled 
with amusement. Italy’s decision to 
espouse the cause of this “ great mutilated 
nation ' might do her honour, if her own 
record in the matter of national minorities 
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®| plain words. On the other hand, it is a 
common error to suppose that country

He complimented the Elec- 
tricity Supply Board on the progress of 
Ardnacrusha and on its adoption of the 
Liffey hydro-electric scheme ; he advocated 
experiments with turf as another source 
of electrical power and as a source of 
heavy oil and petrol ; he recommended the 
scrapping of the trams, which are so un- 
happily familiar to all of us, and their 
replacement by petrol omnibuses or trolley 
buses; and he prophesied the elec- 
trifying of suburban railways. We do 
not doubt that Professor Rishworth’s 
visions will be realised before many more 
years will have passed. The Free State 
thus far merely has tapped the surface 
of cher natural resources, and her public 
services are still a long way behind those 
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certainly will not thank him for his 
altruism, while the Rumanians and the. 
Czechoslovaks will be stirred into new 
activity in defence of their war gains. It 
is difficult to understand the Duce’s mind. 
Italy won her war against the Abyssinians 
solely because the latter were virtually 
unarmed, and could not hope to defend 
themselves successfully against an army 
equipped with the most modern weapons 
of war, Now he is talking as if he were 
another Cesar or Alexander, backed by 
the most powerful forces in the world. 
Signor Mussolini seems to be riding for a 
fall. Instead of making friends, he is 
issuing general challenges; and, while 
most of his whirling words safely may be 
disregarded, Europe’s condition is so 
delicate at present that any word or deed 
tending to worsen it is a crime against 
peace.

These lines are from the last act of Mr. 
Bernard Shaw's. comedy, “ Arms and the 
Man,” as printed in what is called 
‘‘ Basic English.’’ Some scholars who are 
not satisfied with Esperanto and other 
artificial languages which have been pro- 
posed as lingua franca for the world have 
devised a simplified English, which they 
offer for universal study. There are 850 
words, which may be eked out with such 
terms as ‘‘telephone,’’ © ‘‘ submarine,”’ 
“ physiology,’’ that belong to almost all 
European tongues; the grammar is sim- 
plified, but not drastically, and the fol- 
lowing sentence is given as an example of 
how a vocabulary of small, “basic” 
words can be made to do the business of 
life: ‘‘ The camera man who made an 
attempt to take a moving picture of the 
society women before they got their hats 
off did not get off the ship till he was 
questioned by the police.” We confess 
that ' to make an attempt ” strikes us as 
less basically simple than “ to try.” How- 
ever, the authors of “Basic English ” 
have their reasons for even their vagaries, 
and they have made so much progress in 
public esteem that they are able to issue 
many books, including Mr. Bernard 
Shaw’s play, in the new speech. If ever 
there was an act of faith in a linguistic 
reform it is this gesture of an author who 
allows the darlings of his art to be dressed 
afresh by strange hands. Here, again, we 
admit that we are not convinced ; for when 
we consult the original text the.“ basic ”’ 
does not seem to us more easy. In the 
original Captain Bluntschli speaks of his 
“rank,” but here of his “ position” ; 
and his mother-in-law to be describes him, 
not as her daughter's “ selection,’”’ but as 
her daughter's ‘‘ choice.' There is a dif- 
ference of sense between .‘‘ position " and 
“‘ selection’ on one hand, and “ rank ”' 
and “choice " on the other. What are we 
to say when we find that Bluntschli, from 
calling himself “a free citizen,’’ is re- 
duced to calling himself “a free towns- 
man’’? Cannot a countryman be a 
citizen, too, in “ basic ' thought? There 
is no doubt that modern English would 
be better if the hardy old Saxon vocabu.

Eleven years ago Mr. J. L. Baird gave 
the first demonstration of television, and 
now, by means of his apparatus, a regular 
television programme will be broadcast to 
those fortunate few in Great Britain who 
have been able to buy their own television 
sets. For eleven years engineers have 
been working continuously to perfect the 
invention. This week sees the beginning 
of an entirely new era in thé entertain- 
ment world; for those engineers have 
succeeded in their aim to send moving 
pictures through the ether. It seems at 
the moment that television still is some- 
thing of an adventure, and that there are 
a number of things which are inclined to 
go wrong; but now that regular pro- 
grammes are to be broadcast it may be 
assumed that oe technical difficulties 
gradually will disappear altogether, until 
in a few months the public will be so 
accustomed to the wonder that it will 
begin to complain of the quality of the 
entertainment provided for it, and no 
longer will find diversion in the simple 
fact that it can see something which is 
going on hundreds of miles away. .The 
programmes are being broadcast from the 
new Alexandra Palace high definition 
television transmitter between the hours 
of three and four in the afternoon and 
nine and ten in the evening, and during 
this opening week they will consist of such 
diverse subjects as Alsatians, a dancing 
demonstration, a flower show, and some 
scenes from a stage production which ran 
for many months in London. It is to be 
expected that the programmes at first 
should be comparatively unambitious ; 
but, .if the public lends its support 
to the venture, news broadcasts may be 
made quite soon that will bring momentous 
happenings like street riots or earth- 
quakes right before the eyes of families 
at their firesides. A television set costs 
between £85 and £120, but even with 
these prices the manufacturers are 
swamped with a flood of orders. If the 
boom continues ex.sting wireless sets by 
next summer may be as outmoded as the 
penny-farthing bicycle.

W HEN the King drives to Westminster 

to-morrow it will be the first appear- 
ance of the great gold coach for three 
years. Last year, owing to the health of 
the late King, Parliament was opened by 
Royal Commission, and the year before 
the weather was so bad that the State pro- 
vession was abandoned, and the King and 
Queen went to the House of Lords in a 
moter car. Another development to- 
morrow will be that the King will be 
accompanied in the coach by the Duke of 
Beaufort, Master ‘of the Horse. It 1s 
many years since a member of the House- 
hold occupied a seat in the coach with the 
King on such an occasion. The Duke and 
Duchess of York will drive to the House of 
Lords in a little procession of their own, 
accompanied by their household, and im- 
mediately preceding the King in the place 
accorded to the Heir Presumptive to the 
Throne. 


A Mediterranean Pact? 


The attitude in official circles here 
towards Signor Mussolini’s suggestion of a 
Mediterranean pact is that a five-Power 
Locarno agreement must come first, but in 
any event no immediate development is 
likely. Spain would have to be one of the 
Powers consulted, and it is obvious that 
for the time being that country is too fully 
occupied to take part in a big conference. 
If a successful Locarno arrangement could 
be reached, the time would then be ripe 
for discussion on the sea question, as the 
proceedings could take place in a settled 
atmosphere. It is thought that both 
Germany and Italy will be willing to enter 
a new Locarno conference if they could 
accept an invitation without sacrifice of 
prestige. 


France and Italy 


Signor Mussolini's speech at Milan has 
not had a warm reception in Paris, where 
it is described as “ bullying ” in tone, ana 
it is likely that it will not aid the efforts 
being made to secure a better understand- 
ing between the two countries. It has not 
escaped notice that the Comte de 
Chambrun, the French Ambassador in 
Rome, has left, and a successor is not 
likely to be appointed for some time, inas- 
much as France has not accepted the 
annexation of Abyssinia, and there would 
be difficulties regarding letters of cred- 
ence, as Signor Mussolini demands that 
these shall be addressed to the King as 
Emperor of Abyssinia. It is acknowledged 
in France, however, that Franco-Italan 
good feeling must be preserved and 
strengthened, and renewed efforts to this 
end are to be made. In the circumstances 
it is not improbable that France, in 
common with some other countries, will 
decide to recpgnise the conquest of Abys- 
sinia. The British Government, it is 
understood, is giving consideration to the 
question of recognition with a view ae 
moting a new and better understandin; 
with Signor Mussolini and his Govern: 
ment. 


A Ministry of Munitions 


Members of the House of Commons 
intend to lose no time in demanding the 
establishment of a Ministry of Munitions 
in pursuance of the recommendation of the 
Armaments Commission, and Mr. Churchill 
and other members will advocate imme- 
diate action during the debate on Wednes- 
day or Thursday. A number of members 
will lend their support, as they are of the 
opinion that such a department should be 
set up without delay to organise and 
regulate the manufacture of armaments. 
The debate will take place during the dis- 
cussion on the Address in reply to the 
King’s Speech. 


The Jarrow Marchers 


The two hundred men who have marched 
from Jarrow to London are to be given 
a special place in the Mall to-morrow to 
witness the passing of the King on his 
way to Parliament, and later they will 
hold a public meeting in the Memorial 
Hall in Farringdon street. ©u Wednes- 
day they will spend the greater purt of the 
day in and about the Houses of Parlia- 
ment, and lunch and tea will be provided 
for them by friends. During the day the 
men will be received at the House of 
Commons by a number of members, who 
will listen to their stories. On Thursday 
they return home by train. The conduct 
of the men while in London has been 
beyond reproach, and everywhere they 
have been received with sympathy and 
encourag*ment.

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SUGGESTION OF COMMON 
ACTION 


—— 


TS suggestion that the Christian Churches 
should adopt common action to defeat 
the onslaught of Fascism and Com- 
munism was made by Mr. 'T.-H. C. McFall, 
the Auditor, in the course of an address on 
the “Church and State” 
meeting of the 107th session of the 

College Theological Society last night. 


In the course of his paper the Auditor said . 
that the State should regard the individual, . 


not as a means, but as an end, and the in- 
dividual, having certain rights, had also duties 
to the State. That reciprocal relation was 
what seemed to him to be the desirable con- 
dition of things in the Christian State. — 

In the Totalitarian State, as they found it 
to-day, there was a condition oi things which 
was non-Christian. 


“RUSSIAN COMMUNISTS 


‘The mystic quality which they saw in 
Bo vism was a natural Russian tradition; 
the Communist party was composed of a 
tity ‘percentage of Russia’s millions; but it 
was kept strong and pure by he wee purges, 
and this remained a powerful driving force 
in the country, Why had that religion of 
Bolshevism gripped the young Russian ‘o 
firmly? Why did he readily sacrifice his 
very all for its sake? The young Russian of 
to-day knew something of the advantages of 
the theatre, of education, of holding positions 
of power and the value of reading and. of 
sport; and he knew that those advantages 
had been denied his parents. But there was 
another reason—he thought himself as a mis- 
sionary, a pioneer, an instructor for convert- 
ing the world. 

In Italy Mussolini had imbued a new spirit 
into the Young Italy, but this had been 
realised only through the sweeping away of 


' everything which is likely to impede the 
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process; and it was a big question whether 
such ideals were worth while if they could 
only be pttained through force, terrorism 
and war. The nations! Socialism of Germany 
demanded the surrender of all that other men 
called their own; freedom was unknown to 
the individual, and even the Press had been 
muzzled successfully. There also was a false 
sense of security. 


A DANGEROUS SYSTEM 


Those totalitarian States sprung from an 
economic system which was dangerous; a 
system which denied the rule of the moral 
law 4n the monetary world. They knew 
euough of these States to see things which 
were contrary to the teaching of Christ and 
His Church, and they saw things which, were 
they guided by a true Christian outlook and 
insight, would be valuable and practicable 
principles for the working out of 's pur- 
pose on earth. 

Christianity agreed with Communism in 
that both were against the promotion of self. 
intefest and an unnatural gap between master 
and servant. Christianity was not com- 
patible with the old economic systems against 
which the leaders of the totalitarian State 
had revolted. The dictators had tried to give 
their subjects a meaning for life even though 
that meaning was repugnant to them as 
Christians. On the other hand, however, 
they found intolerable arrogance and pride. 
More and more they saw put forward the 
view that the supreme standard of conduct 
was the interest of the State. The greatest 
evil of the totalitarian State, however, was 
a form of idolatry—the worship of man Ly 
man. 

“We live, ' said the Auditor, “in a world 
where the Christian principles which were 
taught. at our mothers’ knees are being 
violated and ignored by. those who have 
earthly dominion over us. ff our Faith has 
meaning for us we must ask ourselves: Why 
ave these things so’ Perhaps, as the Bishop 
of Chichester has suggested, there has been 
too much fiddling in the vestry while the 
world outside burns. It is uot right for us, 
however, to lay the blame at the Toor of our 
predecessors, but since we show that we are 
conscious of something wrong somewhere, 
Jet us see to it that our successors do not 
have the right to lay blame at any cobweb- 
covered door of ours. We have a life to live; 
we have a fight to fight; above all, we have 
e faith worth fighting for.” 

The Auditor suggested that the Church 
should adopt common action in the effort 
to make the Christian life appear to the 
young to be what it was—worth while; to 
use the powerful agencies adopted by their 
adversaries; to throw a «reater interest into 
religious education; to persuade, and not to 
drive; and to teach the Gospel in a more 
vital way. 


THE VOTE OF THANKS 


The Bishop of Killaloe proposed that the 
best thanks of the Society were due to the 
auditor. He said that he did not believe that 
the great Church of England would be dis- 
established. If that Church should by any 
choice fall, po would be the fall of it; 
the tremor of its collapse would be heard in 
all parts of the Empire. 

The Very Rev. the Dean of Exeter, who 
seconded, said that in England at present 
there was a tendency to look in a Christian 
direction and whatever stand was made in 
that way the Church of England would take 
a leading part. There seemed to be a great 
wish on the part of extremists of various 
sorts to enlist the Church’s co-operation, and 
this was a matter which should be given 
serious thought. 

Referring to the new systems of govern- 
ment, the Dean said that nothing was 
totalitarian except God. Ee 

The resolution was passed with acclama- 
tion. 


THE CHURCH OF IRELAND 


The. Earl of Wicklow, proposing that the 
Society was worthy of the support of the 
College, said that it seemed to him that the 
Church of Ireland had gained by its dis- 
establishment, but the Church here was the 
Church of the minority. The Church of Eng- 
land, however, was the Church of the 
majority. 

The Rev. W. D. L. Greer. who seconded. 
said that he believed that Communism and 
Fascism constituted a judgment on the 
Church. They could learn from the en- 
thusiasm, missionary zeal, and solidarity of 
the movements. The systems also 
demonstrated the power of lay movements. 

A motion of thanks to the President was 
passed.

“HE Northern Government's decision to 
lé ‘give no contribution to the Belfast 
Corporation, in. respect of the bill of 
£36,000 for malicious injuries arising out of 
the disturbances in Belfast in July of 1935 
was criticised at to-day’s meeting of the 
Jorporation. : 
Alderman James A. Duff, J.P. (Chairman 
of the Finance Committee), said that they 
would observe from the minutes that the 
Northern Government had turned down the 
request for a contribution towards the cost 
of criminal injuries, Before we left Stor- 
mont, he proceeded, the Town Clerk put a 
question to the Cabinet with regard to the 
possibility, or the probability, of any legisla- 
tion being introduced to bring the Malicious 
Injuries Act in Ireland more into line with 
the Malicious Injuries Act in Great Britain 
(which does not impose the cost of such 
myuries on the local authorities). Since then 
we have received a letter from the Minister 
of Home Affairs which practically closes the 
matter jinally. The Ministry stated that it 
was unable to hold out any hope of legislation 
on the subject of criminal injuries in the 
immediate future, which is, apparently, a 
Cabinet decision, so that the present state of 
affairs must stand, 


MORAL RESPONSIBILITY 


Alderman Pierce said that the ratepayers 
of Belfast paid a very high police rate for 
the protection of. life and perty, and it 
was up to the Minister of Home Affairs to 
see that the law was administered. If 
additional policemen were required vi wr 
trouble arose, or people got their hepds 
cracked, or their houses burned, that was no 
reasen whv claims for malicious injury should 
be imposed on the ratepayers of Belfast. 

The Government had a moral responsibility 
for what had happened, as they had not a 
sufficient police ‘force on the streets at 
dangerous points when the Orange procession 
was passing. He wished to enter an 
emphatic protest against the Home Office's 
action in nmposing this large sum upon the 
ratepayers. It was taking advantage of the 
loyalty of the people of Belfast. ‘The 
(iovernment were trading upon that loyalty 
for the purpose of saving the Exchequer at 
the cost of the ratepayers. 

Alderman Doff said that the only logical 
reason presented at Stormont was that the 
burden carried by the Curporation was not 
yet. great enough to satisfy the Imperial 
Treasury. Therefore, members of the Cor- 
poration must look forward to greater 
burdens, or greater proportionate burdens, 
being placed on the Corporation. “Greater 
burdens might,” he said, “‘be put on us by 
the Imperial Treasury, but greater pro 
portionate burdens might be imposed by the 
Parliament at Stormont. 

He urged that, if any further burdens 
were to be placed on the Belfast Corporation 
in the coming year, the Corporation should 
be made aware of them before the prepara- 
tions were begun for the city badget in four 
or five weeks’ time. If they were permitted 
to prepare their budget without further 
onerous burdens being a upon them, 
then the ratepayers might have a brighte: 
prospect than had been anticipated for the 
coming year.

“A SERIOUS CASE,” 
SAYS. JUDGE

SUGGESTION that a doctor's signa- 
ture on an alleged hire, purchase 
agreement fot a motor car was forged was 
made in the High Court, Belfast, to-day. 
In the Chancery Division, before Mr. 
Justice Megaw, Mr. Edmond Warnock, 
K.C., with whom was Mr. J. D. Condy 
(instructed by Messrs, William Alex- 
ander and Son), made an application on 
behalf of the plaintifi,, Dr. Henry 
Chisholm, Doagh yoad, Ballyclare, for 
an interlocutory injunction against Rigby, 
Litd.,; Rosemary street, Belfast, the de- 
fendants, to restrain them from seizing 
or otherwise interfering with. a motor car 
which the plaintiff claimed as his pro- 


rty. 
wt Warnock stated that on December 
18 the plaintiff gave Mr. McFerran, a 
motor agent and garage proprietor, a 
cheque for £117 7s, (Counsel here pro- 
duced the paid cheque.) The price of the 
car was £245; the allowance on plaintiff's 
old car was £130. The cheque which the 
doctor gave was for £117s, 7s., which sum 
included £2 Os. 4d, tax, which had been 
paid by Mr. McFerran. The doctor drove 
the.car away on December 11, and had 
used it from “iat time onwards, From 
that. time until a date in July plaintiff 
never heard a word about the purchase of 
the car 


ASKED FOR PAYMENT 


In the month of July he got a notice 
from Mestrs. Rigby asking him for pay- 
ment of an instalment on the hire pur- 
chase of his car. He returned that notice 
to Messrs. Rigby with a letter to say that 
he did not owe them any money; that his 
car was not on hire purchase; that he had 
bought his car from Messrs. MeKerran 
and Davis, and had paid cash for it. He 
got. no reply to that letter, and he heard 
nothing more for some time, In the 
month. of September he got a further 
notice from. Messrs, Rigby, and he con- 
signed it to the waste paper basket. He 
had intended to go an “geen to Mr. 
McFerran about the matter, but, unfortu- 
nately, Mr. McFerran was found dead in 
his garage, poisoned by carbon-monoxide 
gas fron: the exhaust of a car on Septem- 
ber 14 

In October the plaintiff got a further 
demand from Messrs.. Rigby, intimating 
that they proposed to seize his car, The 


plaintiff then went to a solicitor. He now 
found that Messrs. Rigby hold 4 hire 
purchase agreement, dated December 11, 
1935, in respect of this car, which pur- 
ported to be signed by Dr, Chisholm. 
Dr. Chisholm, in evidence, said that he 
urchased a saloon motor car from Messrs. 
IcFerran and Davis. He informed them 
that he would pay cash for it, and 
arranged to take delivery of the car on 
December 11, He brought his old car with 
him. Om leaving it in he told Messrs. 
MeFerran. and Davis he would pay them 
the next time he was in town. On Decem- 
ber 18 he gave them a cheque for £117 7s., 
of which £115 was im respect of the 


i balance of the purchase price of the car. 


He was allowed £150 for his old car. He 
denied that he had signed any hire pur- 
chase agreement with Messrs. McFerran 
and Davis in respect of the purchase of 
the car. | 


THE SIGNATURE 


At the request of counsel ‘witness wrote 
his name and address a number of times. 
Having compared the signature with those 
on the agreement Mr. Chambers handed 
them to witness, who agreed that the hand. 
writing was remarkably alike. 

Mr. Chambers—There is an amazing 
similarity. 

For the defence William Hugh Wilson 
was called, and asked by Mr. Chambers 
if he had witnessed the hire purchase 
agreement, witness s reply was not audible 
at the Press box. 

Answering Mr. Justice Megaw, witness 
said that he had no recollection of witness- 
ing the document. 

The Judge said that the case was a 
serious one, and he would allow it to stand 
over until Wednesday, when he would 
hear any evidence that would be given 
about the signatures, or anything further 
that arose.

The experiment, one feels, would have been 
well worth making, but it has not been 
attempted, and the play is being presented 
this week without either preface or post- 
script. 

In any case, a topical pre-war play with

The official communiqué issued after 
yesterday 's meeting of the Chairman's 
Sub-Committee of the International Con 
mittee on Non-Intervention in Spain, 
states : 

“ Consideration was resumed of the 
principle for the establishment of a system 
for supervision designed to secure tho 
execution of the agreement. All the mem- 
bers of the Sub-Committee agreed, at the 
request of the Chairman, to obtain the 
instructions of their respective Govern- 
ments on a number of questions raised 
in the course of the discussion on whith 
decisions would be reguired.”’ 

The scheme mentioned obviously refers 
to the proposal put forward by Lord 
Plymouth that neutral observers should be 
placed at the principal points of entry into 
Spanish territory for the purpose of re- 
porting, when requested, upon any par- 
ticular complaint of supplies to one side 
or other in contravention of the neutrality 


The next meeting of the full Cemmittee 
on Non-Intervention is to be held 
to-morrow, when, it is presumed, con- 
sideration will be given to the two notes 
received during the past few days from 
the Russian Government.
